An Act, in addition to an Act, entitled, © an Act for conſtituting and 
regulating Courts, and appointing the times and places for holding 
the ſame. 


WHEREAS, it would be inconvenient for the Clerk of the Supe- 
nor Court to tranſport with him on the Circuits all the Books of Record 
ef the Superior Court; and ſaid Clerk is ſo long abſent on ſaid Circuits, that 
the obtaining certified copies is often found to be very inconvenient and difficult, 
which to remedy, 

E it enacted by the Governor and Council, and Houſe of Repreſentatives, 

in General Court afſembled, That the Superior Court of Judi- 
ature over this State, ſhall have full power to appoint and ſwear an 


Aſſiſtant Clerk for ſaid Court ; who ſhall be, and is hereby fully impom- Aft 


fred in the abſence of the Clerk of faid Court, to give certified copies 
of the Records of ſaid Court; and in caſe of the fickneſs or abſence 
of faid Clerk, to do and perform all the duties and powers of ſaid 
Clerk for ſaid Superior Court, in as full and ample a manner as the 
aid Clerk for ſaid Court is by Law authorized and impowered to do.

Contents of each quality, to conſiſt of Hocks and Necks ; each Barrel of Beef ſo packed

Wills, and Adminiftrators on the Eftate of deceas'd Collectors, ſhall {1 2 
be allowed the term of two years from the rifing of this aſſembly; and 

in future the term of two years from the time of their being capaci- 

tated as aforeſaid, to make collection of Taxes due to ſuch deceaſed 

Collectors of ſuch Taxes, as ſhall come into their hands for collection,
